THE HARRIS MURDER TRIAL.

HE IS ACCUSED OF POISONING HIS
WIFE SHORTLY AFTER MARRIAGE.

Eesult of & Sccret Marriage Against the
Parents’ Wisbes—The Christian Wed-
ding Was About to Be Celebrated When

. the Yonng Gir! Mysterionsly Died.

NEW Yorg, Jan, 10.—[Speial. ]—The
trial of Carlyle W. Harris to-day
on the charge of murdering his girl-
wife began in earnest, Harris
looked as calm as ever, with his
hair parted exactly in the middle and his
glasses carefully ndjusted,  Assistant Dis-

triet Attorney Wellman opened the case for
the people. He gave a short sketeh first of
Harris” eareer.

He said that Harris lind been abook swent,
an sctor and finally, in the summer of 1889,
he had just finished his first year in the col-
lege of physicians and surgeons. He was

then living with his mother at Ocean
|(im\'e. where he first met Miss Potts,
Their friendship ripened into intimaey and
was followed by a secret marriage and by
| the girl's death—18 months after Harris had
first met her. Helen kept the fact of her
marriage from her mother.

Mr. Weliman then related Helen's visit
to heruncle at Scranton, Dr. Treverton,
where the child was born, and her return
to Ocean Grove in the fall in good
health. Mrs Potts learned miean-
time  of the seeret marriage,
Helen was sent to the Comstock schoel in
November, 1890, at Harris' suggestion. On
January 13 following Mrs, Potts wrote to
him, setting February 8 the anoniver-
sary of the secret marringe, as
the time for the Christian marriage.
On Janoary 20, Harris said Mr. Wellman
wrote & letter to Mrs, Potta, telling her
that all her wishes would be complied with
if some other way could not be discovered.

On the sume day 3Mr. Wellman said it
would be proved Harris had the pills of
maorphine and quinine compounded at Ewen
Melntyroe's drug store. Several of Misa
Potts’ schoolmates testified to the manner
of her death, Mrs. Cynthia S Potts,
the mother of the dend girl, told
the story of her daughter's acqusintance
with Harris and their marrisge and her own
subsequent efforts to get Hurris to acknow-
ledge the marriage. The examination of
Mrs. Potts will be continved to-morrow.

Not a Trost In Name, bot It Works Just

NEw Your, Jan, 10.—[Special. ]—1t was
reported to-day that a combination between
the American Strawboard Company and the
Independent Strawboard Company had been
effccted, nnd  that the: new price list
was # subsiantial advance over the old
one. It was learned, however, that a
enmbination between the American and
Independeut Companies had not been organ-
izedl.  The price of stmw-board before the
orgasization of the American Company
ranged from $60 to 70 aton. In the first
price list of that company, the highest price
quoted was $32.50 per ton,  The new list of
the American Company shows an increase
on the whele line of $5 to $12.50 per ton,

Goldwin Smith Speaks of the Ras-
cality in Her Politics,

ANNEXATION IS SURE TO COME,

But No One Can Predict Dew It Will
Affect Her Destinies

MERCIEE'S ELECTION NOT SIGNIFICANT

New Yorg, Jan. 19.—Prof. Goldwin
Bmith, of Canada, is registered at the Vie-
toria Hotel. The Professor, who is recog-
nized as one of the leaders of Canadian
thought, isa tall, epare man, jusi passed
the meridian of life.

He has high cheek bones, English “‘mut-
ton chop'’ whiskers and mustache, a high,
broad forehead, from which is brushed back
a thick growth of iron-gray hair. His face
is strong and full of character, his lower
jaw being particalarly prominent.

He talks with the broad accent of an Eng-
lishman, but unlike the majority of Eng-
lishmen he seems to have a keen apprecia-
tion of humor. Prof. Smith has for several
years advocated a political union between
the United States and Canada

“It is onlya question of time,’ he de-
clared vesterday, “‘when the United States
and Canada will be joived together
Whether any of us who are living to-day
will live to see it is uncertain. There are
two es to the contract, you must re-
member. Even were Canada ready to fall
into the arms of Unecle Bam, objection might
be offered on this side of the line.

;‘The leuihr:hi:: either of t.}leh great poli;i—
ca ies in this country might oppose the
nniq?:rtt}nmugh fear thu!tha gmm:‘{P ation
of Canada would upset the political balance
of the United States. No one would under-
take to predict what effect the absorption of
Canads would have on the future destinies
of the Demoeratic or Republican party.”

Mercier Appealing lor Vindication,

Speaking of the recent disclosures of cor-
ruption in official circles in Canada, Prof.
Smith said that unfortunately they were
nothing new to the people of the Dominion.

“Premier Mereier, of Quehee, who was
forced out of office and is now appealing to
the people fora vindieation, has undoubi-
edly been guilty of many corrupt acts. He
tias been convicted of a malfeasance in
office and should be punished. But the
Tories who sre pursuing him, are not a whit

better.

“The Tory Governor of Quebec has vio-
Inted the Constitution in his eagerness to
depose Mercier. The Constitution of Que-
bec Province providesfor an annual session of
Parliament, but Governor Angers has post-
poned the election until March, which prae-
tically nullifies this provision.

*‘“Mercier iz not a Liberal in astrict sense,
although he was placed in power by the
Liberals. He is & Nationalist and has had
the uhplfoﬂ of the Jesuits and the priesi-
hood. It was not necessary for Governor
Angers to dizsolve the Parhament in order
to get rid of Mercier.

“It is true that the majority of the mem-
bers were adherents of Mercier, but they
could not have stood by him in the face of
positive proof of his corrupt acts which was
produ In his contest for a ‘vindication’
Mercier will not have the support of the
priests, I think, and the chances are that he
will be defeated; but the fight promises to
be a hot and bitter one.

Another Corrapt Set in Power,

“Even if Mercier is defeated it will only
result in the election of another set of
equally unserupulous and dishonest rascals.

e Tory Government of Canada is corrupt
to the core. Sir John Macdonald himself is
known to have been guilty of taking bribes
and'exscting tributes from grest corpora-
tions, and the pr £ leaders at Otta-
way are no better,

“It will be ‘many vears, I fear, before the
Liberal party will triumph in Canada. The
Tories have all the money dnd eorporations
on their side. Then they have the jssuing
of titles for political services, and, of course,
that is a tremendous lever in a soeial way.

“Canada is dominated by the Canadian
Pacific Railrond. All of its vast influence
aod patronage are cast on the side of the
Tories. Their employes are compelled to
vote with that party. “The Liberals are
poor and have no money to purchase elec-
tions. Official morality in Canadn is at a
wofully low ebl, It is difficult to imagine
a worse state of affairs.

“For this reason the defest or election of
Mercier will have little significance. We
know that he is corrupt, but we also know
that he is no blacker than the men who are
raising the hoe and ery ngainst him. The
political - outlook in Canada is indeed
gloomy. Annexation with the United
States will be hailed as the best solution of
the sitvation.”

“‘Are you Fuing to have a war with
Chile?” Prof. Smith asked, changing
the subject. He was told that there was
some talk of it at Washington.

“I should think," said he, with a dry
smile, “that the American people would
hesitate to declare war on Chile, if for mno
other reason than the dread of creating a
new pension list! Foreigoers cannot under-
stand,” he added, “how the American peo-
ple can be made to submit to carrying such
a tremendous load as Four pensions amount
to, and the number of pensioners are in-
creasing all the time.

Penslons Cost a Large Sum,

“T read in the papers that vour pension
list is growing at the rate of $1,000 a day,
It is incredible. Mow do your people
stand it? Any monarchical government
that tried to do such & thing would be over-
thrown in a day. Your pensions cost more
than the total sum expended to maintain
the enormous standing army of Germany,
and I think it exceeds the amount spent by
sny Furopean Governmenton its standing
army, not excepting Russin.

“Mirabesu told n story in the Fremch
Chamber of Deputies to the effect that the
expense bills of the palace at Versailles
were bein‘f read to the Prime Minister of
State and that he stopped the reading
aghnst and ordered them to be thrown intp
the fire. These bills were afterward discov-
ered and preserved.

L “I looked them up recently and found
that the total sum was only $90,000,000 of
American money. The figures that par-
alyzed the Prime Minister of the most ex-
travagant regime in modern times do not
appear to frighten the American people
any, for you spend more thun that amount
every vear on vour pensions. If Canada
comes into the United States I presume cur
ple will catch the pension fever. Prob-
ably all of the survivors of onr wars will
demand liberal pensions. I presume the
men who engaged in the Fenian raid will
insist on being well taken care of,

““But, seriously, it seems to me that there
should be a limit. What puxzles me and
most foreigners is, how in the world do the
Aumerican people put up with it?"

‘WHAT CHINESE WOMEN DO.
Thelr Wonderful Embroidery Is as Perfect
on One Side as the Other.

81, Louis (lobe-Demoerat,)

Chinese embroidery is the most remark-
sble which ever came from human fingers.
Any lady who has ever attempied em-
broidery understands the difficulty of giv-
ing a neat appearance to her work on only
one side of the article embroidered, but the
Chinese embroider both sides, so that by
turning the work it is impossible to detect
a difference or to say which is the neater,
and this, too, on material so thin that it
seems impossible to work with it at all
One of the most peouliar features of & piece
of Chinese faney work is the hem with
which they finish the cut edge.

American Iadies fold down a flat hem and
fasten it with a whip-stitech; the Chinesa
roll the edge so as to make a cord, and then
hold it in position by a blind stitch. The
work is wonderfully delicate, and it is said
to be done by Chinese women working at
what we wonld consider starvation wages
Whole dresses are embroidered jost as
beautifully and with the same regard to de-
tail as the smallest article of luxury or
comfort, and the amount of work done on
one of these large pieces of heavy silk is
simply astonnding fo one not iar with
Chinese workmanship.

VIRIUE OF PEELED ALMONDS

An English Physician Upsets the Common
Op of thas Da
New York Times.1

An English physician is till this moment
the sole anthority for the statement con-
corning the nutritive value of pecled al-
monds.  “T seldom o my rounds,” he says,
“without taking a litile packet of almonds
with me, and I find I am carried on for
hours without so much as rememberihg that
I have migsed my tea or luncheon.” He
does not advoeate their wholesome qualities
exzept indirectly, but he will doubtless find
many ready disciples o his theory,

Peeled and browned and salted almonds
are n much-prized dainty, hitherto indulged
in with eaution under the impression that
they were most pernicious in their effects
upon the digestive organs. A few seasons
ago, in Washington, the serious illness of
severil society women was alleged to have
been caused by persistent almond munch-
ing, and the discussion evoked at that time
created & prejndice against the crisp and
toothsome edible.

Glassmen and Railroad Officials
£quabbling Over the Bu!e.

FREIGHTMEN GATHERING POINTS.

The Tableware Men Ilave Been Drawn Into
the Controversy.

FRANK DEAN TALKS ON THE SITUATION

When the bottle manufacturers learned
through THE DisPATCH yesterdsy morn-
ing that the local freight agents intended to
visit them during the day to gatber infor-
mation abont the classifieation, it put them
in agood humor. Indeed they were not
willing that the railroad men shonld put
themselves to any trouble, and n delegation
called at the Lake Shore office bright and
early to explain how the advanee in boitle
ratesinjured their business. Not long ago,
it will be remembered, bottles were changed
in the classification from third fo second
class, in less than earlohds, and as a result
of which the rates went up a few centa

“It is not often,” remarked s manufae-
turer, “thai the railronds take the pains to
learn anything about the business of their
shippers. The unew departure is in the
right direction. Railronds and business
men are inter-dependent. The one can’tget
along in this age without the other.

Can't Compete With the Wess,

“Instead of firing away in the dark and
growling about being squeezed, they should
come together often and discuss their dif-
ferences. The bottle men have protested
vigorously against the advance in rates,
and the truth is we can’t afford to pay the
freight and compete with Western manu-
tacturers.™

True to their promise the agents made
the rounds. In the party were Frank
Dean, General Freight Agent of the Lake
Erie; W. L. Cromlish, General Freight
Agent of the Pittshburg apd Western; JE. P.
Bates, General Freight Agent of the Alle-
gheny Valley road; gl. J. Lawrence, Lake
Shore; 8, P. Woodside, Erie system; T. W.
(ialleher, Division Freight Agent of the
Baltimore and Ohio; ¥. A. Orr, Ft. Wayne,
and Mr, Means, of the Panhandle. Tt will
thus be seen that sll of the lines were repre-
sented.

General Freight Agent Frank of
the Lake Erie, said they found the glass
men in & good humor and disposed to be
fair. “Itis s pretty hard question to set-
tle,” he oont';nu “The old green or
black hottles are almost a thing of the past.
Most bottles now are made out of white
glass, and the trouble is to make a distine-
tion between the varieties. The manufact-
urers of the cheaner grades think the old
classification should be restored, and they
are not concerned about the higher grades.

Tablewnre Men In the Fight.

“A number of manufacturers make table-
ware as well as bottles, and as both are pro-
dueed practically out of the same material,
they don’t want to see a rival get ahead of
them. For instance, these men would object
to the restoration of druggists’ bottles un-
less some concession was made to them on
other lines The makers of bottles ex-
olusively are not interested in the table-
ware business, but they would like to have
a better rate for their products. With the
railroads, no matter how we act, it is & case
of jumping from the frying pan into the
fire, If we lavor one side, then the other
manufacturers will be angry.

*‘Another and more serions diffienlty is
that Western manufacturers use small lines
in the territory over which the loeal roads
have no control, and they have misquoted
the classifiontion. All sorts of tahleware
have been shipped as bottles, and this gives
these Western people an advaniage over
our manufscturers. The commities will
meet on Thursday to com notes and dis.
cuss the elassification. ean't say what
will be done until we come together. A
recommendation may be made to the Cen-
tral Traffic Association, but even this is un-
certain,**
